WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The long 


expected senate debate on war profits 
features o£ the war 'tax bill was fi- 
nally in full swing today folio-vying 
disposal of the publishers 
tax 
pro- 


visions yesterday. 
Faction favoring even higher levies 


on war profits than the compromise 
advances of the 
finance 
committee 


were preparing to support a flat rate 
of at least 50 per cent. 


When debate opened Senator Un- 


derwood was ready to speak in favor 
of Senator Bankhead's substitute pro- 
viding mainly for a tax of 75 per cent 
on profits based on capitalization of 
20 per cent of over. 


Pending today was a petition for 


cloture signed by 56 senators in an 
effort to limit debate 
and 
hasten 


passage of the bill. 
Senator Sim- 


mons, who presented the petition will 


• seek unanimous consent agreement to 


fix ap date for a vote on the measure 
before demanding action on cloture. 


Before Senator Underwood 
began 


hia • address . Senator Simmons 
failed 


to secure unanimous consent for a 
final vote next Monday. 
Senator La 


' Follette objected, assailing the cloture 
movement and declaring he would ob- 
ject to any effort to close debate until 


the war profits and income sections 
were disposed of. 
'It is preposterous," 
ho declared. 


"If debate is to be closed let it be 
done by the gag rule." 


In view of Senator La Follette's at- 


titude senate leaders behind the clo- 
ture movement lost 
hope 
of 
early 


passage without resort to the cloture 
rule but Senator Simmons plans to 
make another attempt tomorrow to 
reach a 
unanimous 
agreement and 


avoid forcing the cloture motion. 
Taxation of Wealth 


Taxation of wealth rather than the 


people by consumption taxes, tvas 
advocated by Senator Underwood. 


"I have no patience with the money 
slacker," he said. 
"The 
man 
who 


wants special privilege and exemption 
from congress is 
entitled 
to 
con- 


tempt." 


Senator Underwood said he 
sup- 


ports the committee's 
p'lan to raise 


$2,500,000,000 by taxation. 


"But I want that levy to be equit- 


able." he continued. " A large pro- 
portion of this war burden must fall 
on the wealth of the 
nation.

Lowell as it was, as it is, and as it 


is going to be was portrayed on the 
youth common this afternoon by 2000 
children of the playgrounds in the pres- 
ence of a crowd of parents and friends 
which covered every inch of available 
space anywhere near the scene of the 
production. It was a successful por- 
trayal. 
For two months the playground chil- 


dren and their supervisors and teach- 
ers had worked unceasingly to round 
into shftpe 
the -excellent ~*production 


which was staged this afternoon,' 


Weather conditions \yere nearly ideal. 
The long soaking rain of last night 
and early this morning made the grass 
on the common rather daniij but with 
the appearance of the sun at inter- 
vals the discomfort of this feature was 
mitigated somewhat. On the oval near 
the band stand where the pageant pro- 
per was staged the rain had merely 
sulliced to lay the dust. 
As early as 1.30 visitors began to 
pour onto tile common. 
Although the 
pageant was not scheduled to slart un- 
til 2.15 and as a matter of fact did 
not really get under way until 2.30, 
enthusiastic parents and friends of the 
youthful actors, intent on obtaining a 
good view of the various scenes, arrived 
long before the scheduled hour, liven 
some 
of the performers 
themselves 
were on hand far ahead of time and 
not a few impromptu rehearsals were 
staged among groups of children who 
were to enter the theatrical limelight 
for tile lirst time on this momentous 
occasion. 
Perhaps the first thing to attract the. 
eyes of the visitors was the stage set- 
ting and background of the pageant 
The beautiful bandstand of the com- 
mon formed the nucleus of the setting 
and from this radiated.the other "drops" 
consisting of prntt.v young Pine and 
birch trees which had been fcllednvhuii 
they had reached the height of their 
beauty. 
The birches hid from view the 
portion of the bandstand facing Kliot 
street and on either 
side 
the 
pines 
extended for 20 yards or more. This 
was the background of the pageant 
and it is doubtful if even nature her- 
self could have improved on the excel- 
lent work of the park department em- 
ployes. 
The Characters Appear 


At length the characters began to 
appear; the younger children accom- 
panied by their supervisors and teach- 
ers and already togged In their gro- 
tesquely attractive costumes—some of 
them—ami others in costumes whose 
attractiveness was heightened by the 
personal beauty of the youthful wear- 
ers. 
A labyrinth of Indians, Puritan 
maidens, early missionaries, soldiers of 
'61 and soldiers of '17, president's and 
generals galcre and charming young 
ladies who were 
to 
be symbolic of 
ethereal qualities all wended their way 
past the astounded spectators to their 
assigned positions "off stage." 
The principal characters "made tip'1 


in the Eliot school. The other children 


had been Instructed to don their cos- 
tumes at home and to report to their 
own playsrounds at 1.30. From there 
they were taken by their teachtrs to 
tlie South common. 
, 
Finally the word was given, the char- 


acters in part one assembled, and tne 
pag'eant was on. 
Part one had to do with the early 


Indian history of the city and the ilrat 
number of the pageant was the en- 
trance'Of Passaconaway. 
none other 
than Thomas A. Ginty with a tribe- ot 
his braves in full war paint 
The '"In- 
dians" were South common young gen- 
tlemen. 
The tribe consisted of approximately 


75 braves. 
Mr. 
Ginty made 
a fear 
inspiring chief. Following the entrance

of the Indians the squaxvs—of the same 
tribe, 
presumably—entered 
with 
a 
whoop- and gave the grotesque "squaw 
dance" with all the woirdness of real 
Indian ladies. These children were al«o 
from tiie South common. 


The Ilrnvc Wnnnalnnclt 


Then came 
AVannalanclt with 
his 


tri'bo of followers. This genf.cman was 
represented by "William K. McKay, and 
he closely rivalled Passacoiiaway 
t'or 
fierceness. Wannalancit greeted Passa- 


conaway in real Indian 
fashion 
and 
then the intter poured forth his 
his- 


toric spcec.lt of welcome. The braves of 
tlie two chiefs were 
evidently 
over- 


joyed at the turn of affairs 
and 
to 
show their happiness broke forth Into 
the weirdly attractive snake dance. 


At the conclusion of thu aanuu 
Mr. 


John Eliot, traveller and 
missionary, 


made Ills appearance and after 
much 


evangelistic 
effort 
he succeeded 
in 
having "\Vannnlunclt embrace 
Chris- 


tianity and everybody-was happy. The 
tinale was a dance of all the charac- 
ters. It was an excellently carried out 
production. Alex Williams madu a ca- 
pable "John Eliot." 
Part 2 represented 
the 
settlement 


period of Lowell when the white men 
began to appear in great numbers and 
huihl their homes. 
To symbolize the 


latter activity a real log cabin 
was 


erected near the pond and inside 
sat 


women around the spinning wheel and 
butter churn. 
It was a realistic set- 


ting. 
The children of the North com- 


mon starred in this part and tlie lead- 
ing character, Capt, Ford o£ Revolu- 
tionary days, was portrayed by Thom- 
as F. Pynp, supervisor of 
the North 


common playground. 


The period before the war was sym- 


boliztti by children lying in front of 
th-i log cabin and Colonial dances were 
executed with tlie real gentleness and 
gracefulness which character zed 
the 


dances of that period. Finally thu war 
clouds broke, "Tlie Spirit of '76" 
was 


(lashed on the pageant stage and then 
Capt. Ford and 
his 
company armed 


with real rilies departed for the front. 
The stirring music of the hand mate- 
rially aided the martial .air which this 
picture created. 


Civil War Times 


Part 3 showed Lowell as it was in

"This represents a, more consider- 
able force than was generally believ- 
ed, but is nevertheless much inferior 
to the German force on the western 
front, which includes actually 14 S di- 
visions, of which morn than 80 are 
opposed to the French."

BOSTON. Aug. 30.—0nt of the sul- 


triness of last evening there came from 
Somerville the strangest story o£ the 
summer season, one that rivals in 
some respects the famous sea serpent 
yarns of New England coast fisher- 
men, but it was told In good faith by 
Patrolman A. J. i'Uiinalrick, one of 
the most reliable men in the Somer- 
ville police department. 


The story is to the effect that he 


surprised a lone masked bandit as he 
was about to relieve between 40 and 
50 men of their valuables in old Had- 
ley hall, 1 Broadway, 
close 
to the 
Charlestown line. The men wore stand- 
ing with their hands hiKh above their 
heads when the otllccr entered, and 
the armed robber was ready for the 
work of collection when Kitzputrlck, 
according to his story, took a hand 
in the affair.' 


Fitzpatrick says a hand-to-hand en- 
counter ensued. In which he disarmed 
the robber, who 
plunged 
headlong 
through a glass panel, making his es- 
cape. 
Fitzpatrick pursued, but the 
robber escaped into Caldwell St. 
Fitzpatrick was unable to give any 
names of the men In the hall and ao 
far as known none of them made any 
complaint. He also say.s ho drove them 
from the place. Just what was going 
on in the place that would attract 
such a large number of men in not 
known, but it Is a police record that 
there have hern raids in the hall. 
In many respects the attempted rob- 


bery resembled one that was success- 
fully pulled off in Cambridge a few 
months ago when a. robber made his 
way into a building near Kendall sq, 
where a crap game was in progress 
and cleaned up several hundred dollars 
with the aid of a revolver. 


E'itzpatrick reported to his superior 


officer that he was standing on Broad- 
way, Hast Eomerville, about 9.30. when 
he heard someone scream in Hadley 
hall on the second floor of the old 
building numbered 1 Broadway. 
As he 
went into the door on the street level 
a mifn hurried out. quickly followed by 
another. The officer believes these men 
were, confederates of the robber ho 
later saw upstairs in the hall, standing 
In front of the 10 or 50 men he had 
lined up against the wall. 
The oiticer says he wns amazed at 
the si:jht and at tirst thought they 
were going through some physical ex- 
ercises in an effort to bluff him. as 
he knew there had been raids in tho 
hall before. But he was quickly made 
aware that the situation was a real 
one when he saw the robber with his 
mask and revolver in hand. 
The encounter followed, much to the 
relief of the men who were so terri- 
fied that none of them, according to 
Fitzpatrick. wauld aid him, though he 
yelled for assistance. 


An investigation into the affair will 
be made today and it is likely that 
some of the men who were in the hall 
will be asked to explain what was v- 
ing on at the time the robber made his 
appearance.

The British trench was not v/ell sited,

things very uncomfortable tor the oc- 
cupants of that British trench. More- 
over, she had no regular habits,

ber of other speakers reached the cor- 
ner they found a recruiting meeting in 
progress and they moved down :o the 
35th street corner. The crowd which 
had assembled at 37th street to hear 
the "Friends" paid little heed to tha 
young officers 
for recruits and when 
Moore and the others of the party ap- 
peared they followed him to the new 
meeting place. 
Meantime the crowd had grown un- 
til the police estimated thai fully 5ou0 
persons were packed 
in the. street. 
Johnson rose to speak. 
He referred 
to the recruiting party as an "Anglo- 
Saxon -plot of Mayor Mitchel and the 
board of magistrates to throttle frie 
speech" and defied the police to stop 
the meeting. 
A policeman walked quietly up to the 
platform and whispered 
to 
Johnson 
that he was under arrest, and Johnson 
quickly shouted the fact to the crowd. 
He urged them to keep quiet. 
Shaun 
Conway, 
another .speaker, 
talked only a few minutes when he 
was arrested. 
When Conway was re- 
moved from the stand, Moore is said to 
have arisen, and, waving an American 
flag, began his speech, paying partic- 
ular attention to Great 
Britain.

was arrested and the jrowd grew bois- 
terous. A woman leaped to the plat- 
form, and, tossing 
aside 
her hat, 
launched into an impassionate plea for 
free speech.

crowd began to jeer the police.

less than three cents a pound. 


Newspaper publishers who learned 
of the order today voiced the 
hope 
thut It might open the way for cheap- 
i-r news print paper to publishers gen- 
erally. They called attention to state- 
ments by the president that the ad- 
ministration's price 
policy will 
be 
one that provides the same prices for 
the public as for the government. 
The president's action was taken at 
the instance of the joint congression- 
al committee on printing, 
of which 
Senator Fletcher is chairman. 
When 
tho bulletin first began publication tha 
committee asked bids for news print 
and the cheapest 
price 
named

three cents.

Before Senator Underwood 
began 


his address Senator Simmons 
failed 


to secure unanimous consent for a 
final vote next Monday.

Follette objected, assailing the cloture 
movement and declaring lie would ob- 
ject to any effort to close debate until 
the war profits and income section's 
were disposed of.

near to tho formula 'no peace with the 
Hohenzollerns' but it would be unfair 
not to recogniiso the very narrow but 
deep gulf that separates him from ttiat 
formula. The way in which he prefers 
to put his policy is that no peace can r>e 
durable without the guarantee of the 
German people. 
Guarantees given by 
the German government, holding the 
views that it does, cannot be durable. 
"Mr. Wilson has no desire to dictate 


to the German people their form of gov- 
ernment but as a good American he has 
faith in the honesty and sincerity of 
the democracy. He is not concerned to 
insist that Germany must have forms 
of government like our own, but only 
to assert the principle that in dealing 
with an autocracy like that of Germany 
we must in self defense exact more 
severe guarantees than if we were deal- 
ing, not with a clique whose political 
vices have been made notorious by the 
war, but with a free people which In 
the mass are never dishonorable, never 
cynical, never treacherous." 


PARIS PAPER'S CO.MMEXT OX I'RES. 


WILSON'S REPLY TO POPE 


BENEDICT 


PARIS, Aug. 30.—Only 
an 
80-word 


summary of President Wilson's reply 
to Pope Benedict had reached Paris this 
morning and consequently the newspa- 
pers withhold extensive comment. The 
Petit Parisien, however, says it is clear, 
in view of the length of time which 
has elapsed since the president received 
Pope Benedict's proposals, that his an- 
swer was in no way improvised, par- 
ticularly as everyone is aware that it 
is his habit to mediate at length over 
every act. 


"His reply." the newspaper continues, 
'is a re-editing of the thesis familiar 
to those who have read his messages, 
that as long ns German imperial in- 
fctitutions are not modified, as lone; as 
the democratic spirit has not penetrated 
beyond the Rhine, as long as absolut- 
ism, 
based on oligarchy persists, so 


long nations cannot 
have confidence 


in Germany's word. 
President Wilson 
thus brings up, just as France and Lug- 
land have done before him. the ques- 
tion of Prussian militarism, which ir, 
the safeguard of this absolutism and 
oligarchy. 


"In rejecting the Vatican's offer the 
president indicates the conditions under 
which a useful conversation might bo 
taken up. 
Once, more ho gives import- 


ant advice to the German people. Will 
he bo hoard?"

Moore, former secretary, were among 
those arrested. 
The Friends of Irish 
Freedom 
have

holding nightly 
meetings at Broadway and 37th street, 
but last night when Moore and a num- 
ber of other speakers reached the cor- 
ner they found a recruiting meeting in 
progress und they moved down to the 
35th street corner. 
The crowd whlon 
had assembled at 37th street to hear 
the "Friends" paid little heed to the 
young officers 
for recruits and when 
Moore and the others of the party ap- 
peared they followed him to the new 
meeting place. 
Meantime the crowd had grown un- 
til the police estimated that fully 50UO 
persons were packed 
in 
the 
street. 
Johnson rose to speak. 
He referred 
to the recruiting party as an "Anglo- 
Saxon plot of Mayor Mitchel and the 
board of magistrates 
to throttle trie 
speech" and defied the police to stop 
the meeting. 
A policeman walked quietly,up to the 
platform and whispered 
to 
Johnson 
that he was under arrest, and Johnson 
Sjickly shouted the fact to the crowd, 
e urged them to keep quiet. 
Shauri 
Conway, 
another 
speaker, 
talked only a few minutes when he 
was arrested. 
"When Conway was re- 
moved from the stand. Moore Is said to 
have" arisen, and, waving an American 
flag, began his speech, paying partic- 
ular attention to CJreat 
Britain. 
He 
was arrested and the :rowd grew bois- 
terous. A woman leaped to the plat- 
form, and, tossing 
aside 
her hat, 
launched into an impaesionate plea for 
free speech.

Pope Benu 
diet XV, is another

benevolent and disinterested 
objects, 


in this warl 


The president in the most unenm 


vocal terms states that a restoration 
of -the conditions that existed befon 
the war would 
not 
safeguard 
th 


world against a reassertion of the Ger- 
man ambition to dominate the world 


The record of the German military 


power leaves no doubt on that point 
With the autocrats of Germany the 
Allies cannot deal. 
With the power 


that regards treaties as mere "scrap; 
of pappr" there-can be no 
reliance 


upon any .contract or 
guarantee 
it 


might give. In other words, the Allies 
as 'President Wilson puts ft, must 
have such guarantees from the Ger- 
man people liberated from' trie 'yoke of 
the Prussian junkers. 


This is made clear in the following 


statement: 


"We cannot take the word of the 


present rulers 
of 
Germany 
as 
guarantee of anything thal.is to endure 
unless explicitly supported 
by 
such 


conclusive evidence of the 
will 
and 
purpose of the German people them- 
selves, as the other 
peoples of the 


world would be justified 
in 
accept- 


ing." 


That is an appeal to the German 


people to get rid of the kaiser and 
his gang and a practical hint . that 
peace will follow upon the most fa- 
vorable terms for the German peo- 
ple. 
The president lays down a test 


for the acceptability of 
any 
peace 


plan that may be presented. 


It must be based, according to the 


president, upon the faith of all the 
peoples involved, the people of each 
nation acting in their sovereign ca- 
pacity and not through an ambitious 
-or—intriguing 
government. 
Hence, 


according to the 
president's 
state- 


ment, the war must go on 
pending 


some new action by the peoples of the 
Central Powers. 


As 
the 
Entente Allies endorsed 


President'Wilson's stand 
for 
world 


democracy and the freedom of sub- 
ject peoples, it is quite likely that 
they will also endorse this reply of 
the president to the appeal of Pope 
Benedict. 
Thus the 
Allies 
have 


made their position clear. It is now 
up to the Central . Powers to state 
their terms. They have not 
as yet 


done so although they arc evidently 
anxious to have an early peace. "But 
they may as well realize 
now that 


they cannot have peace on conditions 
that will leave the German military 
power*in a condition to recuperate and 
at any time in the future 
to throw 


the world or any great part of it into 
deadly strife. 
The peace, whatever 


Is.shall he, must be based upon "justice 
and fairness and the common rights 
of humanity." 


GERMAN H1RLINGS 


The American government has con- 


sistently refused passports to social- 
ists to attend European 
conferences 


at which the German game was to be 
played. But there is every indication 
in the disquieting news from Russia 
that we have unwittingly allowed a 
plague of trouble-makers 
to be ex 


ported from the Bast Side of New 
York to Petrograd—and 
at 
German 


expense. 


One of the last cables from the 


Russian capital said out of over 1000 
Russians who formerly lived in A'ew 
York and have returned to their na- 
tive country, only one is openly sup- 
porting the existing government. Most 
of the rest have joined the vicious 
anarchistic

to 


plunge the country into a wild mael- 
strom of disorder. 


The Germans are already

In order to find what Commissioner 
lorsfe of the street department had to 
ay in regard to the acceptance of tho 
ew Pawtuckot bridge, which comes 
ndcr his control, a Sun representative 
ailed upon him yesterday for a stato- 
nent in reference to the case. 


"Is it a fact," the commissioner was 
sked, "that you are holding up tho 
pening of the new bridge to public 
ravel by raising some trivial or need- 
ess objection to the linished struc- 
ure?" 
"That is not a fact," he said, "as I 


s-ill explain. There is no man in Low- 
11 more anxious to see that bridge 
jpened to travel than I am, but I want 
o see the city's interests reasonably 
irotccted. 
"The bridge was built, as you know, 


iy the National Engineering company 
nd about four or live weeks ago the 
lusiness representative o£ that corn- 
any asked for the balance duo on tho 
ontraet, some 516,580. In view of what 
consider a defect in one of the piers 
nd a settling in one of the grano- 
ithic sidewalks, I did not t'ecl that I 
ad a right to authorise the payment 
f the full amount. 
The payment of 
he total balance would mean the vlr- 
ual acceptance of the bridge as sat- 
sfaclorlly completed. I am not pro- 
ared to accept the work as satisfac- 
ory

Hero the commissioner -produced a 
photograph of the pier, showing the 
damaging effect of the ice and frost 
of last spring. 
It was taken about 


five weeks ago and 
is 
reproduced 
above. 


"Did 
you call tho company's atten- 


tion to this damage?" 
"I certainly did and it was repaired 
by filling: the cracks or splits with ce- 
ment and smoothing it off so that at 
present it looks all right; but I hold 
that a. job of that kind will not stund 
the gaff of a spring freshet whi^h 
sends tho ice tumbling in tons against 
the plor. 
'.'Now my proposition was to hold back 


about $2500 of the total until wo seo 
what happens to the pier next spring. 
r offered to approve tho .payment of 
$14,000 at the present time, but that 
did not satisfy the company's- mana- 
ger.. The contract allows the city to 
hold back one per cent, which would 
be about $1200. 
"Is the edge or angle of that pier 


protected by a steel sheathing?" 
"It certainly is not." 
"Did tile specifications call for any 


Bteel sheathing for the edge of the 
pier, such as we seo on tho prow of a 
ship?" 
"I do not think so." 
"Who 
drew up the specifications for 


tho bridge?" 
"The National Engineering Co." 
"Who approved them on behalf of 


tho city?" 
. ' 
"Engineer Worcester, a bridge ex- 
pert, who was paid 51000 for expert 
supervision and has since run. his bill 
much over $1000." 
"Did Mr. Worcester raise any objec- 
tion to the sharp edge of this pier be- 
ing left without some steel protection?" 


"Not 
to my knowledge." 
"You signed the 
contract for the 
bridge with the other members of the 
municipal, council?" 


"Yes, 
I didn't wish to be an obstruc- 
tionist then nor do I wish to be an ob- 
structionist how." 
"You didn't then object to the speci- 
fications for the pier?" 
"I did not for tho reason that the 
city hired an expert to pass upon tho 
specifications and supervise the con- 
struction. For that reason I disclaim 
all responsibility for 
tho 
plans and 
specifications of the bridge. I pointed 
out the defect In the pier when it ap- 
peared. 
"The bridge practically completed 
is now put 
up to 
me for approval. 


and-I believe I am only protecting the 
city's interests when I propose to hold 
back $2500 as a guarantee that the com- 
pany will make good what I claim to 
be defective. As to the settling of thu 
sidewalk, the company's representative 
said they would fix that in the fall, 
but there is no need of waiting. 
Tho 
depression has caused a leakage which 
has discolored the wall on the lower 
side of tho bridge near the edge o£ the 
canal." 
"How about the laying of car tracks 
over the bridge?" 
"The contractors 
tried fo prevent 
that, but the city solicitor has notified 
the street railway company to lav tem- 
porary tracks which is all that can be 
put down now. You see the overfilling 
on tlie road bed is made up of rocks and 
all kinds of material so that it will 
not ba fit for permanent pavinjj for 
another year or "more. 
"I will grade it down and cover the 
space on both sides of the tracks -with 
cinders and the 
traffic 
will 
help to 
make tho roadbed solid." 
"What were the extras you said En- 
gineer Worcester claimed?'"

"We of Japan took up arms against 
Germany because a solemn treaty was 
not to us 'a, scrap of paper.' 
We did 
not enter into this war because w« 
had any-erJflsh interest to promote or 
any 
ill-cenceived ambition to gratify. 


"\Vo arc in the war, insist on being in 
it, and we shall stay in it, because 
earnestly, as a nation and individuals, 
we believe in righteousness of the cause 
for which we stand, because we be- 
lieve that only by a complete victory 
for that cause can there be made a 
righteous, honorable and permanent 
peace, so that this world may be made 
safe for all men to live In, and so that 
all nations may work out their destines 
untramelled by fear. 
"Mr. President and gentlemen, what- 
ever the critic half-informed or the 
hired slander may say against us, In- 
forming your judgment oi Japan, we 
ask you only to use those splendid ab- 
ilities that guide this great nation. The 
criminal plotter against our good neigh- 
borhood takes advantage of the fact 


that- at this time of the" world's crisl», 
many'things must, of necessity remain. 
untold and unrecorded . In 
th« dally 
newspapers, but we-are satisfied that 
we are doing: our best;-' In this tre- , 
mendous work as we move together, • 
shoulder to shroulder, to a certain vic- 
tory. America and Japan must have 
many things in which the one car. help. 
tho other. 
HWo have much In common 
and much to do (in concert 
That-la 
the reason I have been sent and that 
Is the reason you have received me 
here today.
